SOME DISPUTED POINTS YET 


Madrid, Sept. 20.— Spain is face to 
face with a crisis equal in gravity to 
that following the riots in Barcelona 
in 1909. 
The agitation and the power 
of the agitators on the masses has in­ 
creased in proportion to the rigor of 
the repressive measures undertaken 
by the government. 
W hat at its origin was purely a la­ 
bor movement has now developed into 
a revolutionary conflict, a commune 
having actually been proclaimed at 
two towns near Valencia, where th'* 
authorities w< re driven out. 
Concerning the proclamation of mar­ 
tial law the premier issued the follow­ 
ing statement: 
"The grave measure we have taken 
is absolutely imperative not only for 
the defense of public institutions but 
for society itself. 
The suspension of 
the constitutional guarantees has been 
decided upon by the government in 
the presence of a movement unmistak­ 
ably revolutionary and anarchistic In 
character—a movement, it may be as­ 
sumed, directed against all social or­ 
der.” 
• he Spanish government long had 
been aware that some such movement 
was contemplated for the end of Sep­ 
tember, but was unwilling to take rad­ 
ical measures until its true character 
was apparent. 
The 
movement was 
supported by the Socialists and pos­ 
sibly by the extreme Republican party, 
and was directed by a committee com­ 
posed 
of 
Spaniards and 
foreigners, 
with headquarters at Barcelona. 
■ 
Fom ented a G eneral S trike. 


Emissaries were sent throughout the 
peninsula with instructions to foment 
general strikes in all the provinces, 
the object being to paralyze the na­ 
tion by stopping all public service. 
The government laid plans according 
ly and is resolved on the re-establish­ 
ment of order at any cost. 
Authorities assert that the general 
union of labor, which proclaimed a 1 
general strike, represents only a lim­ 
ited number of workers.

ble that the movement frill fail so far ;

cia say the agitation in that city has I 
been renewed. 
A mob threw up a ' 
barricade and derailed a tramcar In 
one part of the city, while another 
mob tried to storm a convent.

It is reported that the residents of 
Alcocer, before troops arrived, burned

Most Serious Controversy France Has 


Had W ith Germany Since 1870 and 


H e r Position in Europe Is Greatly 


Strengthened b y . the U n ity of the 


People and Firmness of Governm ent 


T ow ard a Form idable Neighbor. 


Paris, Sept. 20.—The long period of 
national anxiety attendant ui>on the 
Moroccan negotiations is drawing to­ 
ward a satisfactory conclusion. 
The 
French people have been slow in ac­ 
cepting the optimism which has pre­ 
vailed In Berlin for several days, and 
It was only after a semi-official com­ 
munication to the press based on Am- 
fcassador Cambon’s telegraphic report 
to the foreign office of his interview 
with the German foreign minister that 
sufficient reasons appeared for the 
j conviction that the six months’ uncer­ 
tainty is nearing an end. 
A semi-official communication says 
that, although the question of eco­ 
nomic interests of Germany in Moroc­ 
co appears to be on the eve of settle­ 
ment, there remain other disputed 
points still to be settled Among these 
are the questions relating to consular 
courts and a system whereby the lega­ 
tions and consulates take certain na­ 
tives under their protection. 
France 
desires in this regard tiiat Germany 
shall accept In principle the eventual 
abrogation of the convention of Mad­ 
rid concerning the question of Juris­ 
diction in Morocco, and that Germany 
shall mot undertake to increase the 
number of her proteges while await­ 
ing such abrogation. 
The French people, particularly the 
business world, have become weary 
of the daily agitations, 
It is the mas 
serious controversy France has had 
with Germany since 1870, and the 
unity of the people, the firmness and 
tenacity of the government toward a 
formidable 
neighbor, 
with 
Great 
Britain always as a friend in the back 
ground, is regarded by foreign ob­ 
servers as worth the strain and worry 
that have been undergone. 
France’s 
position In Europe, it is generally con­ 
sidered, has been greatly strength­ 
ened.

MARTIAL LAW J S DECLARED 


King Alfonso Signs Decree Suapend- 
ing Constitutional Guarantees. 
Madrid, Sept.* 20.—-King Alfonso has 
signed a decree suspending the con­ 
stitutional 
guarantees 
throughout 
Spain. 
This is equivalent to declaring 
the country under martial law. 
This act, which had been under con­ 
sideration for some days, was taken 
to givf 
the government powers to 
deal sharply and promptly with the 
revolutionary agitation now ferment­ 
ing in many parts of Spain, especially 
in the cities and Industrial districts 
where republican and revolutionary 
plans are being furthered under cover 
of workingmen's strikes.

More states are being carried for presi 
(lent in I candidates this year than will 
be carried next year after the convell 
tlons have been held. 
It is quite easy 
to say that this or that state is for one 
or another man, aud generally it is, ae 
cording to the fancy or personal feel­ 
ing of the man who is interviewed. 
In 
the past week six or seven states have 
been carried in this manner. 
Tennessee has been declared in the 
Wilson 
bag, 
Alabama 
for Hannon, 
Maryland and Virginia for Hurmon, 
South Carolina for Wilson, Colorado 
for Clark and West Virginia for Dai­ 
mon. 
This is all very interesting as 
showing the opinion of the individuals, 
especially if they happen to be men 
who are in touch with people and 
whoso views are likely to reflect what 
is really going on in presidential pol­ 
itics. .But the impression seems to be 
that the next four months of congress 
will determine the Democratic nomi­ 
nee. 


For Delegates or Votes. 
At this time it is conceded that there 
is little doubt about the nomination of 
President Taft in the Republican na­ 
tional convention, and it is almost safe 
to predict that different states will be 
for him next year. 
Then, different 
men say, why is it necessary for Tuft 
to make his extended western trip? 
Is he after delegates or votes? 
Naturally, if It is conceded that he 
is going to be nominuted without much 
trouble, it must be votes he is looking 
for after the nominations are made. 
But in addition to that the president 
would not tie pleased to have a lot of 
the western states—states necessary 
to Republican success—send anti-Taft 1 
delegates to the next convention. 
So I 
he may be after both delegates aud 
votes. 


Th# Prohibition Wave. 
Last year when Missouri rejected 
prohibition by such au overwhelming 
majority Congressman 
Bartholdt of 
that state, one of the strongest op­ 
ponents of prohibition in congress, said 
that the high tide of prohibition had 
been reached and rolled back by Mis 
souri. 
The prohibition movement is 
not easily cheeked, and its friends are 
not going to be discouraged because 
the Pioneer Suite in the cause, Maine, 
seems to have changed considerably 
in sentiment. 
The trouble the prohibitionists al­ 
ways have Is that communities aud 
states which have enacted prohibition 
laws do not enforce them with enough 
severity. The “ blind pig” system has 
done a lot to discourage prohibition. 


New Jersey Roads. 
8[leaker Champ Clark has declared 
in favor of a national highway be­ 
tween Washington and Gettysburg as 
the beginning of a movement for na­ 
tional good roads. The good roads talk 
has progressed to the extent that dif­ 
ferent states are now malting claims 
to the bast roads as an advertisement 
of their attractiveness. 
It has hem 
boldly asserted by New Jersey men 
that the roads of that state are better 
than any elsewhere in the country. 
Possibly the statement may be dis­ 
puted by some of the New England 
states, where there are many very ex­ 
cellent roads. 
The Yiellef is general 
that the coming session of congress 
will make a l>eglmilng toward national 
aid for roads throughout the country. 


Property Safe In Mexico. 
The United States government has 
received assurances that American in­ 
terests ure secure in Mexico, ami the 
danger which at one time was feured 
has passed. 
When the revolution was 
at its height predictions were freely 
made that the hundreds of millions of 
dollars Invested by Americans la Mex 
leo would be destroyed. That was oue 
reason given for the mobilization of 
an army ou the Rio Urn mb­ 
it now appears that the Mexican peo­ 
ple have not been bent on destructive 
ness, but were seek tug a change In 
the government.

Morocco Is Obeyed. 
Paris, Sept. 20 —J. P. Morgan is dic­ 
tating the terms which Germany shall 
accept in settling tho Moroccan con­ 
troversy with France. 
German finan­ 
cial interests are known to he in dire 
need of ready money and Mr. Morgan 
has been asked to lend most of the 
sum that may he required. 
It is Stated by reliable sources that 
Mr. Morgan has consented to advance 
the gold required on condition that his 
political mandate in regard to the Mo­ 
rocco affair he complied with. 
Here is the reported condition un­ 
der which Mr. Morgan agrees to lend 
the money and at 7 per lent interest: 
That the German government accept 
France’s proposals relative to Moroc­ 
co and the Congo, the American mil­ 
lionaire expressing the opinion that 
prompt acceptance of the proposals 
will in itself go far to relieve finan­ 
cial uneasiness.

OF EARLY DAYS 


Mrs. E. Steele Peake Writes of the Pi­ 
oneer Days of the State of 
Minnesota 


A MOST INTERESTING RECORD 


Furnished Dispatch by Mr. Leon E. 
Lum Preparatory to Filing With 
State Historical Society 
(Continued 
from 
yesterday) 


With Dr. Breck and his wife and 
son were Mr. and Mrs. Rees and 
three sons and two daughters and 
Miss Herron, a teacher. 
They staid 
with us all day and toward nig ht 
went on to Fort Ripley 
our haven of 
refuge. 
Dr. 
Breck went 
to F a r i­ 
bault then and started 
a 
school 
there. 
In August 1857, about the 19th, 
three young Indians, who had been 
to Crow Wing for the mail and had 
been 
drinking, 
met 
a poor, 
half­ 
witted German who traveled with a 
pack on his back and began pelting 
him with stones. 
They killed him 
in this way and then buried his body. 
A sister of one of them saw it all but 
was concealed from view. 
After they 
had buried him they came on to the 
mission with the mail. 
We had a leather bag. small size, 
of which there was a key at the Crow 
Wing postofflce and one at the mis­ 
sion, so the mail was carried safely. 
But Mrs. Johnson, the wife of our 
Indian minister, Anamagaba, (1 am 
not sure of the spelling), had seen 
the burial and she told her husband 
when h<> came home. 
He went and 
found the body and told Mr. Peake. 
They thought it too grave an of­ 
fense to let pass and both advised 
the arrest of these young men. There 
was no one to make the arrest but 
some young white men at that time 
at Gull lake. 
They did so, in te nd­ 
ing to put them in the hands of the 
sheriff at Belle Prairie. They stopped 
on the way at Fort Ripley. 
But for 
a short time the fort was not garri­ 
soned so it happened that only Rev. 
Manney and an old ordnance ser­ 
geant were there. So Mr. Manney ad ­ 
vised just what had been first in­ 
tended, ta king them to Belle Prairie 
and placing them in the hands of the 
sheriff to be taken to St. Paul. 
This plan was followed, but be­ 
tween Little Falls and the next town 
a hand of whites took them from the 
sheriff and hung them between two 
trees. 
A sister of one of them saw' 
the hanging. 
One day the following week at 
five o’clock there was hardly an In­ 
dian to be seen when we went out to 
go to the daily Ojibwa service. But 
everywhere there were 
camp 
fires 
burning, indicating a large gathering 
of Indians. 


As we came out of the church I 
started to shake hands with Mani- 
towab who had always been very 
friendly; but he put his hand behind 
his back and a blacker looking face 
I never saw. 
It struck terror to my 
heart. 
Just then Mr. Peake came 
out of the church and led me away. 
When out of hearing he said: “ Those 
young men have been killed by a 
mob.” 


That night we took care of our 
things in preparation for flight. The 
Indians said th a t three lives were 
too many for one. 
A council was 
held on Round lake and some In­ 
dians started for Leech lake for the 
relatives of these young men. 
The question arose, “ Should they 
wait till the Indians came from Leech 
lak«* or should they dem and some of 
the young men connected with the 
mission.” 


Bad Boy, who always stood by the 
whites, came and told us to keep 
quiet until m orninR —th at the In­ 
dians had ten gallons of whiskey and 
that toward morning they would all 
he asleep and that then, as the road 
lid not pass close to where they were 
we could get away. 
We had a dem- 
>crat wagon hut Just 
then 
were 
without a horse. 
About dark. Will Manney, fearing 
we might be in danger, arrived from 
Fort Ripley with a horse and a gun. 
Tom Rees came with him.

1 A sister of one of them saw it all but 
was concealed from view. 
After tliev 
had buried bim t h e y came on to the 
I mission wit Ii t he mail. 
We had a leather bag, small size, 
of which th ere was a key at the Crow 
Wing postoffice and one at the mis­ 
sion, so th e mail was carried safely. 
But Mrs. Johnson, the wife of our 
I indian minister, Anamagaba, (I ani 
j not sure of the spelling), had seen 
the burial and she told her husband 
when he came home. 
He went and 
found the body and told Mr. Peake. 
They thought it too grave an of- j 
tense to let pass and both advised 
the arrest of these young men. There 
was no one to make the arrest but 
some young white men at that time 
a1 Gull lake. 
They did so, intend­ 
ing to put them in the hands of the 
sheriff at Belle Prairie. They stopped 
on the way at Fort Ripley. 
But for 
a short time the fort was not garri­ 
soned so it happened that only Rev. ' 
Manney and an old ordnance ser­ 
geant were there. So Mr. Manney ad­ 
vised just what had been first In­ 
tended, taking them to Belle Prairie 
and placing them in the hands of the 
sheriff to be taken to St. Paul. 
This plan was followed, but be­ 
tween Little Falls and the next town 
a band of whites took them from the 
sheriff and hung them between two 
trees. 
A sister of one of them saw 
the hanging. 
One day the following week at 
five o’clock there was hardly an In­ 
dian to he seen when we went out to 
go to the daily Ojibwa service. But 
everywhere there were 
camp 
fires 
burning, indicating a large gathering 
of Indians, 


As we came out of the church I 
started to shake hands with Mani- 
towab who had always been very ! 
friendly; but he put his hand behind 
his back and a blacker looking face 
I never saw. 
It struck terror to my 
heart. 
Just then Mr. Peake came 
out of the church and led me away. 
When out of hearing he said: “ Those 
young men have been killed by a 
mob.’’ 


That night we took care of our 
things in preparation for flight. The 
Indians said that three lives were 
too many for one.
